The CBC’s anglophone and 
francophone journalists in 
Québec are on strike, and are 
seeking parity with their 
counterparts in other major 
media across the province and 
the country. 

The striking journalists are 
demanding a shorter work 
week, a longer vacation period 
and an Increase in salary. 

“On the level of salaries, 
they've offered us 7 and 7 1/2 
per cent over a two-year con- 



Women’s lib and socialism: 
like a horse and carriage

Women’s liberation is an 
essential part of socialism, said 
Anna Paczuska, active feminist 
and leading member of the 
British Worker’s Party in a 
speech here yesterday. 

"Women have historically 
been low-paid, passive, and 
non-militant members of the 
work force,” she said. 

“The new feminist movement 
that began in 1970 forced 
socialism to take account of 
the struggle for women’s 
rights." 

But in the 1970s, working 
class women began organizing 
and participating in large- 
scale strikes that started in the 
textile industry, though there 
had been no tradition or 
organization in the past. 

In 1970, the First Conference 
of the Women’s Liberation 
Movement took place in Britain, 
and was attended largely by 
middle class women and 
university students. 

The economic boom of the 
two previous decades drew 
many women into the work 
force because they were 
needed as laborers. Socialism, 
said Paczuska, had never 
before been forced to take 
women's rights into account 
because women hadn't been a 
significant part of the work 
force. 

“Marx himself- defined 
socialism as the emancipation 
of every aspect of the working 
class," she said, "and women 
were the most oppressed 
members of that class." 

She cited the Russian and 
Chinese socialist revolutions 
as examples of cases where 
women were incorporated into 
the labor force as cheap labor, 
but given no further social 
rights, and said that this is 
exactly what had happened to 
women in the West years later. 

“The trade union leaders 
were a major part of the 
problem. They considered 
women more trouble than they 



were worth." 

This is when the socialist 
movement first saw the need to 
aid the women’s movement in 
Great Britain. The growing 
solidarity between women and 
socialists was put to the test on 
the issues of the right to 
abortion and the im- 
plementation of Equal Pay 
Legislation for Women, which 
had been promised for 1975. 

"The abortion campaign was 
very successful, and very im- 
portant because all factions 
came' out to support it," she 
said. 

When employers held back 
on implementing Equal Pay 
Legislation, two massive 
strikes resulted. The first ended 
in failure for the women 
because their protests were 
isolated, and men scabbed at 
the factories. In the second 
strike, men supported the 



women by way of a sympathy 
strike. Because of this 
demonstration of solidarity, 
their demands were met and 
they (women) returned to work 
in three weeks. 

In the second half of the 
seventies, the women’s 
movement became polarized: 
the more radical feminists who 
believed in women for them- 
selves only, cut themselves off 
from the social feminists who 
felt that there is a need for 
change in the whole of society. 

With the present economic 
crisis, however, it is "in- 
creasingly obvious that we 
cannot win as women alone," 
she concluded. 

Paczuska, who is founding 
editor of the magazine 
Women's Voice, spoke at the 
invitation of McGill Women’s 
Union and the International 
Socialist Club. 



Yanks swamp border 



ROUSES POINT (CUP) — Struck 
with a deluge of Americans at 
this border crossing last night, 
Canadian immigration officials 
were forced to call in extra help 
to process the unprecedented 
number of people trying to 
enter the country from the 
United States. 

“it’s incredible, eh!" said 
Immigration official I.P. Fraser. 

“At about 6:30 they started 
coming in droves, with 
everything from fridges to color 
TVs strapped to their cars." 

Although reports remain 
sketchy, it appears that this 
influx is linked to American 
President-elect Ronald 
Reagan's foreign policy goal 
(see picture above) of "peace 
through brute strength.” This 
doctrine holds that only by 
boosting arms spending by 
several billionn a year and 
beginning production of the 
neutron bomb, the MX missile 
and the B1 bomber can 
America successfully lead the 
drive for peace and disar- 



tract, which in days of double- 
digit inflation is just unac- 
ceptable. It’s completely out of 
line with the other settlements 
throughout the country,” said 
Alan Fryer, the English TV news 
union representative who is a 
member of the negotiating 
committee for the Syndicat 
Général du Cinéma et de la 
Télévision, affiliated with the 
CNTU. 

With one out of every five 
CBC journalists working on a 
part-time basis, job security for 
temporary personnel is another 
key Issue. According to Fryer, 
the CBC wants to avoid 
providing job security by hiring 
journalists on a temporary 
basis, rather than “create badly 
needed permanent posts." 

The CBC is apparently in no 
hurry to settle the dispute. 

"The CBC is basically un- 
willing to negotiate. We've said 
that all our demands are 
flexible and negotiable. We've 
been asking for counter- 



propositions from the cor- 
poration and they haven't 
come," said Fryer. 

In a move that Fryer calls "a 
clear violation of an elementary 
respect for a legal strike," 
management of the English- 
language network has been 
airing newscasts from Toronto 
in time slots that are normall 
reserved for major regional 
newscasts. 

The CBC also chose to lock 
out the journalists last Wed- 
nesday, in response to a picket 
line in Ottawa set up by the 
journalists that force the 
corporation to cancel a budget 
special. 

The journalists have since 
been maintaining a "ball-is-in- 
their-court" attitude. 

"We’ve told the corporation’s 
negotiators that we're available 
24 hours a day, 7 days a week to 
talk with them," Fryer says. 

"We’re still waiting to hear 
from them. 

The journalists walked out 
last Thursday.

marnent. An added benefit, In 
Reagan’s words is the ability to 
“stand up to the Soviet threat," 
make sure there are "no more 
Cubas," and "lots more Viet- 
nams." 

Immigration officials said 
that a disproportionate number 
of the "statlonwagon people" 
were of college age and 
seemed determined to stay in 
Canada. 

“Normally the youths tell me 
they’re up to visit friends, eh,” 
said Fraser. 

"This time they just kept 
repeating, 'Object: matrimony.’ 
At least 20 of them proposed to 
my daughter," he said. 

Fraser also warned about the 
possibility of American 
"wetbacks" wading across the 
St. Lawrence from Messina to 
Cornwall. "Let them in and the 
first thing you know, there'll be 
no more jobs for us hard- 
working, decent Canadian 
folks. 

"Pretty bad, eh," he said.

The Political Science 
Students' Association (PSSA) 
has strongly reaffirmed its 
support for Professor David 
Mandel. 

The PSSA voted over- 
whelmingly to endorse a 
motion which "strongly sup- 
ports" a Political Science 
Graduate Students' 

Association letter that is highly 
critical of McGill’s Department 
of Political Science. 

"In the light of the ex- 
traordinary circumstances 
surrounding the (Mandel) case 
... we find it unacceptable that 
the department should con- 
tinue to shield itself behind a 
legalistic facade. We can only 
assume that ... the department 
has something to hide," reads 
the letter, which was presented 
to a departmental meeting on 
October 23. 

"We find it totally unac- 
ceptable that a full discussion 
of Professor Mandel' s 
qualifications, teaching ability, 
etc. did not precede the 
department's decision,"' it 
states. 

The letter also requests "that 
each professor give a written 
account of their assessments 
of the candidates or that the 
chairperson, give a com- 
prehensive, written statement 
of the academic reasons for not 
appointing Professor Mandel. 

"In the absence of any 
progress on our requests, we 



will fully support an in- 
vestigation of the department 
by the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers as a first 
step to further action," it 
continues. 

The letter suggests setting 
up panels consisting of faculty 
and students to make in-depth 
interviews with future can- 
didates. It demands that "their 
collective decision be binding." 

The graduate students have 
linked the case of Ron Boublll 
to Mandel because Boublll 
alleges he was refused a 
teaching assistantship on the 
basis of his political opinions. 

"(It is) an extremely grave 
matter that some graduate 
students should feel so con- 
strained as not to be able to 
express their own opinions," 
states the letter. 

At the October 23 meeting, 
PSSA President Jeff Cohen put 
forward a motion to the 
professors which proposed the 
formation of a join faculty- 
student committee, with equal 
representation to clarify and 
elaborate the hiring procedures 
of the department. 

Professor Steinberg moved 
an amendment to the motion 
that the committee mem- 
bership be in a ratio of two 
faculty representatives to one 
student representative. The 
meeting was adjourned to 
November 6 for further 
discussion on the motion and

Tuition hike opposed 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — A 
grassroots campaign aimed at 
opposing a proposed 13 per 
cent tuition fee hike at the 
University of B.C. has been 
started by students unhappy 
with their student society’s 
handling of the proposal. 

Three students have decided 
to organize a petition drive to 
show the administration and 
the board of governors that 
students are opposed to any 
further tuition increases. 

“I don’t think the tuition fee 
hikes are Justified," says arts 
student Maureen Boyd, one of 
the petition organizers. "There 
is probably a lot of student 
support that is not apparent.” 

The students had originally 
approached a student board 
member, who directed them to 
UBC president Doug Kenny. He 
then referred them to ad- 
ministration vice-president 
Erich Vogt. Says Boyd: "We 
talked to Vogt and he gave us 
some bullshit that there are no 
students being denied access 
to UBC because of tuition 
hikes."

Meanwhile, the student 
society executive member 
responsible for opposing the 
hike has admitted his cam- 
paign has been bungled. 

External affairs officer Allan 
Soltis says he feels the im- 
mediate battle has been lost 
and bitterly blames other 
student society executive 
members for not being more 
active In opposing the hike. 

Soltis said he is also upset 
that he was given only $480 to 
fight the proposal. 

He now says he will press 
student council to strike a 
standing committee to fight 
tuition fee increases. 

"There is a real need for a 
standing committee on tuition 
and financial aid,” Soltis said. 
“We have the interest of people 
right now and we should try to 
develop a structure to work 
within." 

UBC students paid a 10 per 
cent higher tuition bill this 
September only to be told a few 
weeks later that the university

Paul Martin: 



Medicare top priority

“People must not go without 
the best possible health care 
Just because they can’t afford 
it." 

This is the underlying 
principle of health care in 
Canada, says the Hon. Paul E. 
Martin, former minister of 
health and welfare. 

In a discussion to a small, 
but attentive group on the 
subject of “The Origins of 
Health Care In Canada," Martin 
spoke of his role in the for- 
mation of the national health 
insurance program. 

Martin said he and 
Mackenzie King shared a belief 
in the important role of the 
federal government In the 
development of social welfare 
programs. "We were from a 
working-class, Industrial town 
(Windsor), and the protagonists 
of labour," he said. 

It was their government 
which Instituted unemployment 
insurance, blindness 
allowances and, In 1947, health 
insurance. 

The government’s difficulty 
in starting these programs was 
that health care was con- 
stitutionally under provincial 
Jurisdiction. Martin’s program 
provided federal subsidies as 
long as provincial plans were 
within certain federal 
guidelines. 

Martin now believes that the 
"provinces should still put the 
brakes on expenditures." 

He said they must find a way 
to discipline doctors who send 
patients to hospitals un- 
necessarily. 

Martin expressed dismay at 
doctors who choose to opt out 
of provincial medicare plants. 
He said these doctors should 
be forced to follow the rules of 
the provincial plans. 



“The only way you can have 
these schemes is to share the 
costs and the risks,” he said. 

Though the benefits of health 
care were recognized, Martin 
credits Louis Pasteur with 
helping him convince 
Mackenzie King of their 
necessity. 



BC women fight assaults 



BURNABY (CUP) — Angry 
women held a meeting at 
Simon Fraser University Oc- 
tober 30 to decide a strategy to 
combat a dramatic Increase in 
sexual assaults on campus. 

The women decided to cir- 
culate a petition demanding 
"the university do everything in 
Its power to make this campus 
safe." 

Said one angry woman at the 
meeting: "The administration 
considers rapes to be at a 
tolerable level.” 

Campus women's groups 
and SFU’s administration have 
been bitterly debating 
solutions to the assault 
problem. The women’s groups 
are accusing the university of 
unfairly rejecting demands for 
improved safety measures. 

The petition will ask for 
better lighting in SFU’s scat- 
tered parking lots, priority 
parking for women after dusk, 
university funding of self- 
defence courses and regular 
patrols in the lots and trails that 
surround the campus. 

But SFU Vice-President 
George Suart says he does not 
feel improved lighting, which 
he estimates would cost 
$100,000, will solve the 
problem. 

"Do you think more lights in 
the lots will protect against 



rapes? The answer is no," Suart 
said. He later admitted that 
Improved lighting would at 
least Improve the current 
situation. 

The University of B.C.’s 
administration spent a similar 
amount on lighting last year, 
following demands by campus 
women’s groups there. UBC is 
also surrounded by dense 
forest adjacent to parking 
areas. 

SFU’s Women’s Centre 
wants women security guards 
hired specifically to patrol the 
parking lots and trails. 

Suart said adding a small 
number of security guards 
would not help the situation 

The women’s centre is 
planning an information 
campaign to tell women about 
the dangers and how to protect 
themselves. 

The meeting followed two 
official reports of campus 
rapes in October, both now 
under investigation by the 
RCMP, and several un- 
confirmed reports of assaults. 

A young undergraduate 
student was found un- 
conscious in a campus parking 
lot last week. She had been 
sexually assaulted and is still in 
intensive care.

Speech on Zimbabwe 



Clive Sanger, a British 
journalist who has written 
extensively on African politics 
for three decades, has been 
invited by the McGill debating 
Union (DU) to speak on "Zim- 
babwe: 1000 Years" today at 
noon in the Union. 

Sanger, who has just 
returned from Prime Minister 
Mugabe's victory celebrations 
in the newly independent 
nation of Zimbabwe, is the 
author of two books including 
one exploring Canada’s “semi- 
role" in exploiting third world 
countries. 

Sanger visited Rhodesia 
clandestinely in 1978 and a year 
later covered the Heads of 
Government meeting in 
Lusaka, as the director of in- 



formation for the Com- 
monwealth Secretariat. He 
worked in Rhodesia from '57 to 
’59 as assistant editor of 
Central African Examiner and 
from 1970 to 1972 as special 
assitant to the President of 
CIDA. 

He has acted as African 
correspondent for the Guardian 
and as an editorial writer for the 
Globe and Mail. He also wrote 
the ‘Rhodesia’ section in En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica. 

If the Debating Union doub- 
les his fee to $200, Sanger 
Intends to contribute it to 
Oxfam for Zimbabwe’s 
reconstruction effort.

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Editorial 

Speak out on your Daily 

For many years, successive Daily staffs have 
worked to achieve editorial control over their work. 
That battle, at the Daily and at most other Canadian 
student newspapers, has been fairly successful. 
Most student papers now enjoy some degree of 
assurance that editorial decisions will be made 
according to the will of their staffs. 

At McGill, the struggle for a free and democratic 
student press has entered its final stage. Already, 
the students by referendum last year reduced the 
Students' Society’s authority over the Daily by 
allocating a set student levy to the paper and 
devolving budgetary authority over the paper from 
Council to a Publications Board. 

But the issue isn't over yet. 

,The Students' Society still has the means to in- 
terfere with this newspaper's operatlons.The 
composition of the Publications Board Is weighted 
in favor of Students' Council (three councillors, two 
members-at-large, and only two Daily staff 
representatives). 

Furthermore, the Students’ Society and its 
Council retains full authority over the paper’s legal 
agreements, personnel, accounting, advertising 
office, distribution, and mail. 

Thus, last year's Council was able to sell the 
typesetting shop in the Union Building which was 
created to typeset the paper, and to bind the Dally to 
be typeset for two years in the shop of a private 
entrepreneur located in Point St. Charles, ail without 
consulting, and certainly without the consent of the 
Daily staff. 

The Daily initiated discussion with Council last 
January, aimed at completing the process of 
autonomy. Discussions produced the March 
referendum last year, at which time the students 
provided the paper with separate financing and 
devolved budgetary authority to the Publications 



As well, an autonomy committee composed of 
two Daily staff members and two councillors was 
struck, and met over the summer to examine the 
matter and come forth with proposals If autonomy 
was appropriate. 

Last Wednesday, the committee tabled its report. 
Months of study led It to conlcude that full 
autonomy for the paper was in the best interests of 
the students. By vote of 15 to 5, Council agreed, 
approving a motion to accept the concept of full 
autonomy in principle. In so doing, councillors took 
an important, laudable step in the right direction; 
they committed themselves to a free press. 

Unfortunately, the detailed proposal of the 
committee did not meet with the same support on 
Council. 

What was being proposed was that a separate 
Daily Publications Society be created to replace the 
Students' Society as publisher of the newspaper. All 
the students would pay a fee to the Publications 
Society equivalent to the fee now reserved for the 
Daily under the terms of the March referendum. 

The governing authority of this Publications 
Society would have been a Board of Directors 
composed of five representatives of the Daily staff 
and four members-at-large. According to an "af- 
firmative vote" clause, at least two of the four 
members-at-large would have to be in agreement 
before any motions relating to expenditures or 
certain other matters would have ensured that the 
Publications Society's constitution was respected, 
and a referendum mechanism would permit 
students to express themselves directly on 
Publications Society affairs. 

Council balked at the proposed composition of 
the Board, despite the "affirmative vote" 
requirement that 50 per cent of the members-at-large 
on the proposed board would have to agree for it to 
do anything substantive, and despite the added 
checks of judicial board and referendum 
mechanism. 

Why? 

Discussion turned on the Daily's alleged ability 
to influence elections. The paper would be able to 



stack the Board with its friends, some councillors 
argued; the "affirmative vote" right of the members- 
at-large would therefore be circumvented. 

We believe that students are politically mature 
enough to see any candidates planted by the per- 
nicious, evil Dally for what they are. Surely Coun- 
cillors believe that the students elect the best 
candidates to office, otherwise, what are we to make 
of Council Itself? 

The composition of the Board as proposed en- 
sures that the Board of Directors would not merely 
replace Council as an outside, potentially hostile 
arbitrary body with powers to attack the paper’s 
editorial freedom. At the same time, the affirmative 
vote, judicial committee and referendum 
mechanism would ensure that the paper could not 
misuse the public funds that make up somewhat 
more than a third of its budget (the rest coming from 
our own efforts in advertising sales). 

Our minds are open about this matter but we 
stand by the recommendations of the joint Council- 
Daily autonomy committee. The proposals have the 
support of Society President Todd Ducharme and 
other executive committee members, and of the 
councillors on the joint committee who spent the 
time required to reflect on them rationally. 

Council referred the proposals back to the joint 
committee. Discussions will continue there, but It Is 
time, it would appear, to bring the dispute to the 
students. 

In the next few weeks, open meetings will be held 
on the subject of Daily autonomy. We hereby open 
the pages of the newspaper to further dialogue on 
the topic; the matter will be explored on an on-going 
basis by the paper's staff in the weeks and months 
ahead, and we invite you to participate in the 
dialogue by submitting your own written comment 
on the topic for publication. 

At a time when newspaper monopolies have 
strangled the liberty of the commercial press, a free 
and democratic student daily is a precious thing. We 
will continue to work for autonomy for the 
newspaper, and we call on readers to reflect on the 
matter and to support us.

Points of Law 

Foreign students in Canada 

Each year several thousand foreign students come to 
Canada In order to pursue their studies. As holders of student 
visas, these students are not permitted to be employed during 
their stay in Canada. There are two exceptions to the rule. A 
foreign student may be employed in Canada if the work is 
related to and Is a required part of his/her studies. Also, a 
student may work when s/he has found a job that no Canadian 
can fill and has gone, with his/her prospective employer, 
through the necessary Manpower and Immigration procedures. 

If you are a foreign student In Canada and do not conform to 
dne of these two exceptions but decide to work anyway, you 
run the risk of immediate deportation. 

The only other way a foreign studennt can legally work in 
Canada is to change his/her status from that of student to 
either permanent resident or landed immigrant. However, in 
order to effect a change in status one must apply from outside 
Canada. While at first glance this may seem to be a very costly 
and cumbersome procedure, it should be noted that the foreign 
student need not return to his/her native country In order to 
carry out this procedure. One can apply for a change of status 
at a Canadian consulate or the Canadian embassy in the United 
States. However, the application must be a legitimate one. If 
the foreign student has used his/her student visa merely as a 
method of getting into Canada while waiting for a change of 
status and never had the Intention of studying in Canada, s/he 
may lose his/her status as a foreign student and also may be 
denied re-entry Into Canada upon his/her return from the United 
States. 

It is not necessary however for the foreign student to leave 
Canada in order to effect certain minor changes. For example, 
changes in one'? program of studies, a change of school or a 
mere extension of one's studies can be authorized at a Man- 
power and Immigration office in Canada. However, the ap- 
plication must be filed before the expiry of one's student visa. 

Under the status of foreign student, one is not eligible for 
free health, hospital or dental sen/ices. It Is therefore advisable 
to take out private insurance of this nature. Some educational 
institutitions oblige the foreign student to have this kind of 
insurance before s/he is accepted by them. 

In conclusion, one should remember that as the holder of a 
student visa, one has the right to appeal all decisions of an 
immigration official to the Appeal Board of the Department of 
Immigration. For more information, contact your nearest office 
of the Department of Manpower and Immigration or the McGill 
Campus Legal Aid Clinic.

To the Dally: 

Having seen the ludicrous 
statements reportedly (Daily, 
Wed., Oct. 29, 1980) made by Dr. 
Ross Green, vice-president of 
the Atomic Energy. Corporation 
of Canada Ltd. (AECL) and 
Fernandez Paré, also of the 
AECL, I feel It Is high time that 
we eliminate some of the sillier 
pro-nuclear arguments still 
being expounded upon. After 
reading the article, it became 
clear to me that Green and Paré 
should have stayed until 
Tuesday to see Ralph Nader. 

According to Dr. Green, 

, nuclear energy is clean, safe, 
economical and necessary. 
This is one of the greatest pack 
of indisputable distortions I 
have ever read in one sentence. 
His contention that "all energy 
production J causes some 
damage to the environment" Is 
technically true but no other 
major energy sources threaten 
to damage future generations 
nor do they need recovery 
periods of 100,000 years. His 
analogy to a dam breaking Is 
obviously ridiculous for this 
reason: While a dam breaking 
may cause thousands of 
deaths, it will not do genetic 
damage to the survivors and 
the rebuilding period can begin 
within weeks, not millenia. 

His reference to the idea that 
with nuclear, you could fit a 
family's annual energy supply 
into the palm of your hand is 
completely irrelevant. LSD 
doses are measured in ten- 
thousandths of grams. Does 
that make the drug any less 
powerful? To me it only points 
out its incredible capabilities. 



As for his waste disposal 
method of vitrification (placing 
waste in glass and sealing that 
in stainless steel), the residents 
of Love Canal and Valley of the 
Drums would be thrilled with 
the Idea, I’m sure. He goes on 
to point out that "after only 500 
years (a mere 20 generations) 
the radiation level comes down 
to the level of the ore dug out of 
the ground." Tailings plies emit 
less radiation than the raw ore 
and are causing high instances 
of cancer in New Mexico and 
Nevada right now. 

Green then, goes on to 
compare nuclear related 
deaths-per-year (1-3) with coal 
related deaths-per-year (10-200). 
Unfortunately, he does not take 
Into account the miners and 
their families who have high 
rates of cancer, or as the yet 
undocumented cases of cancer 
among the workers at Chalk 
River, or as the yet non-existent 
cases of cancer as a result of 
Three-Mile-lsland, or the 1958 
accident in the Urals, or the 
1957 Windscale accident In 
England, or the 1963 Enrico 
Fermi plant accident outside of 
Detroit. 

Fernandez Paré seems even 
more Ill-equipped than his 
fellow representative. His claim 
is that “we tend to forget that 
radiation can be beneficial. 
CObalt 60 in radiation therapy 
machines has prolonged life." 
Knives can be used as scalpels, 
but I wouldn’t give one to the 
president of Westinghouse to 
perform surgery on me. 

He later said "There has not 
been a single death as a result 
of a nuclear power plant." I am 



afraid Mr. Paré has not done his 
homework very well because In 
1960 three repairmen were 
killed at the Idaho Falls SL-1 
plant. Their bodies were so 
radiated that they could not be 
buried for twenty days and even 
then not without lead-lined 
coffins In lead-lined tombs. 
Bjarnie Paulson (Chalk River, 
1958; over 50 cancer operations 
on rectum, scalp, chest, pubic 
and perl-anal regions) would 
probably have something to say 
on the matter also. 

Paré also claims that the 
public is protected from the 
reactor by a multi-layered 
defense system but fails to 
point out that it is now 
generally accepted that were 
there a meltdown, the core 
would not melt into the earth 
but be thrown completely clear 
of the building by the ensuing 
steam explosion. 

The article says that Dr. 
Green has been working at 
Chalk River for over twenty 
years. If that Includes 1958 and 
1953 (the years of the two Chalk 
River accident) then Dr. Green's 
cancer should be showing up 
any day now and I'll be willing 
to bet his tune will change 
mighty quickly when it does. I, 
on the other hand, am not 
willing to take the same risks 
and make the same mistakes 
that he did. I am also not willing 
to have those risks taken and 
mistakes made for me by the 
government of my country or its 
neighbor. We must stop 
nuclear development, before it 
stops us.

“We’re not getting older, we’re getting poorer" 

To the Daily: 

I am writing to place on record our strong disagreement 
with the statement attributed to Vice-Principal Yaffe by the 
Dally of October 9, 1980, that '‘McGill's faculty is the highest 
paid in the country." According to the Dally, Dr. Yaffe went 
on to say In Senate that "salary supremacy Is a luxury that 
we can no longer afford." 

The above statements, If reported accurately, do not 
represent the facts correctly and are not likely to help us 
arrive at an equitable salary policy at McGill. We showed in 
the detailed MAUT Salary Brief (filed with the Academic 
Salary Policy Committee of the Board in January 1980) that 
McGill professors are more poorly paid that those of the- 
University of Montreal, or Laval, or indeed of those of the 
other universities of Quebec as a whole, as long as salaries 
are compared on an age-corrected basis. As McGill 
professors are older, on average, than their opposite num- 
bers elsewhere in Canada, unless age-corrected figures are 
used, serious distortions are likely to emerge from any study. 

It may be useful to summarize the results of last year’s 
survey, carried out for us by FAPUQ, which concerned the 
academic year 1977-78.

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It can be seen from Table II that McGill professors are 
more poorly, paid than those of the U. de M. In every rank, and 
more poorly paid than those of Laval in all ranks but that of 
Full Professor. We have asked FAPUQ to update for us the 
study summarized above for the years 1978-79 and 1979-80 
and we hope to have these data before the end of the 
calendar year, although it is too early to know the detailed 
results, we expect the study will show that the discrepancies 
with respect to the other Quebec universities have increased 
by several hundred dollars, from the figure of $636 behind 
Laval, and $1,932, $4,872 and $5,388 behind U de M, 
Polytechnique and H.E.C. (on an age-weighted basis, of 
course), to over $1 ,000 behind Laval, and about $3,000 behind 
the U de M (taken as a whole). 

We are not yet In a position to produce a comparison for 
the current year (1980-81), but when the withheld 2.2% step 
increase of June 1, 1980, Is taken into account, which was (or 
is being) paid at the French universities, it is clear that the 
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McGill salary shortfall is likely to lie in the $2,000 to $4,000 
range (always on an age-weighted basis). 

I understand Professor Yaffe had in mind salary com- 
parisons with universities outside Quebec. For these to be 
valid, the age correction must be made, and the latter 
amounts toabout $700 peryearof difference In mean age per 
rank. To that must be added the differences In the income 
tax scale inside and outside Quebec. The age and tax 
structure difference, taken together, amount to several 
thousand dollars. We must therefore take strenuous ex- 
ception tot he remarks made by Vice-Principal Yaffe, as they 
appear to be based on raw data that have not been given 
appropriate age weighting or other regional corrections.

Brenda has been running for 
five years. She trains once a 
day every day of the week and 
twice a day every second day. 
She does her daily runs ("I run 
for a set time, not for a set 
distance, and generally I run for 
an hour at a reasonably 
comfortable pace") by herself. 
For her second workouts she 
runs with a small group of 
women who have formed the 
Club Algonquin under the 
guidance Heather Lightfoot, a 
former Québec star at 100 and 
200 metres. 

Brenda trains more than 
eleven months of the year, 
allowing herself a three week 
holiday after the Provincial 
Championships in August, 
altho igh she churns up the 
swimnlng pool during her 
"vacation" with the same 
determination and vigor that 
characterizes her running. 

The highlight of Brenda’s 
career came just this last 
Saturday when she led the 
McGill women to the Quebec 
Universities Athletic 
Association (QUAA) Cross- 
Country Championship. Brenda 
covered the 5.5 kilometre 
(about 3.5 miles) course at 
Macdonald College’s Ar- 
boretum in 20:55.9, finishing 
first in a field of over 50 women. 

In the McGill Open House 10 
kilometre (6.25 mile) run she led 
all women finishers (there were 
well over 200 In the field) with a 
sparkling time of 37:18.3. In her 
‘younger’ days she led the 
Quebec junior women's cross

country team to national titles 
in Vancouver in 1978 and 
Halifax In 1979. In the 1979 
Cross Country Championship 
at Jollette Brenda was the 
Quebec Open champion. 

This consummate runner 
excels on the track as well. 
Johnston captured a bronze 
medal for the 3000 metres of 
the 1979 Canadian Junior 
Championships with a time of 
10:02.25. 

I asked Brenda why someone 
who is out of shape should take 
up running rather than any 
other form of exercise: "Well 
for women the advantage lies 
especially in its being an In- 
dividual sport. Traditionally, 



men have always been involved 
in sports. It’s easier for them to 
find friends willing to form a 
team fora team sport. 

"I admit, however, that 
psychologically it MAY be 
easier to run with someone else 
rather than alone. Also with 
running you can take part when 
you want to and at the level at 
which you want." 

For anyone interested, 
there’s a women's running 
group at the YWCA on Dor- 
chester which meets on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays for 
runs. They operate at several 
different levels and conduct 
seminars on the physiology and

player is not a Canadian Inter- 
University Athletic Union (CIAU) 
regulation but an AUAA rule. It 
states that no returning player 
is permitted to play for a varsity 
team If he or she has not 
received at least three credits 
from the school in the previous 
academic year.

As far as actually feeling the 
physical benefits of running, 
Brenda advises that you allow 
for a three week time span to let 
your body get Into some kind of 
reasonable shape. 

She says that the best way to 
start running Is to go to the 
track and begin by walking 
around it, inserting running 
intervals during your walking 
whenever you feel like you can. 
When you feel good and 
confident enough, say on the 
second or third day of running 
(these shouldn't be con- 
secutive days at the beginning) 
you can try to run one lap of the 
track without stopping. 

From there, prepare a 
schedule for running three to 
four times a week. Include 
approximately ten to fifteen 
minutes of general calisthenics 
and gentle stretching exercises 
before your run so as to avoid 
muscle strains and pulls.
